AN ACT Relating to drunk driving courts; adding a new section to
chapter 3.02 RCW and adding a new section to chapter 35.20 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 3.02 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) A city or county that operates a court under this title may
establish and operate one or nore drunk driving courts.

(2) For the purposes of this section, "drunk driving court" neans
a court that has special calendars or dockets designed to achieve a
reduction in recidivism and substance abuse anong drunk driving
of fenders by increasing their likelihood for successful rehabilitation
t hrough early, continuous, and intense judicially supervised treatnent;
mandat ory periodi c al cohol or drug testing;, and the use of appropriate
sanctions and other rehabilitation services.

(3)(a) Any jurisdiction that seeks a state appropriation to fund a
drunk driving court program nust first:

(1) Exhaust all federal funding received for the support of the
operations of its drunk driving court and associ ated services; and
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(ii) Match, on a dollar-for-dollar basis, state noney allocated for
drunk driving court progranms with local cash or in-kind resources.
Moneys al |l ocated by the state nust be used to suppl enent, not suppl ant,
other federal, state, and local funds for drunk driving court
operations and associ ated servi ces.

(b) Any jurisdiction that establishes a drunk driving court
pursuant to this section shall establish m ninumrequirenents for the
participation of offenders in the program The drunk driving court may
adopt | ocal requirenents that are nore stringent than the mnimum The
m ni mum requi rements are:
